Wo havo examined and reported 
to tho Court tho 
following 
cases, 
and havo found 
truo 
bills 
of

dictment as follows:

Grand larceny, 8, 
Burglary,

Assault with intont to kill, 1. 
Wo havo oxamined and ignored 
criminal charges in nino cases. 
Committees havo 
made roports 
as follows: 
On office of board of supervisors 
the report of committee is append- 
ed hereto and 
is hereby 
referred 
to. 
Committoo on office of probate 
judgo roport that they rccommond 
that all tho old papers 
on 
lilo 
bo 
properly 
laboled 
aud 
securely 
boxed and deposited in some othor 
place of safo keeping. 
Wo find all 
books and records 
proporly 
kopt. 
Tho committee on district 
attor- 
ney's offico report everything 
por-tainin- g 
thoreto proporly kept and 
in good shape.

Wo find that the board of super- 
visors employed Judge Josoph 
Kib-b- y 
as attorney to appear at

Supremo Court in the caso 
involv- 
ing tho legality 
of tho 
County 
Classification Bill and ordered 
the 
clerk 
o draw a warrant in his 
fa--! 
vor for $250 to pay 
his expenses 
and as a retainer to reprcient this 
county in the caso without any 
do- - 
mand bomg filed. 
Before the said 
warrant was paid by tho treasurer 
ho was enjoined by tho district 
at- 
torney and tho warrant 
has 
not 
been paid. 
It is oxpectod that tho 
injunction will bo mado 
perpetual 
against tho 
county 
treasurer, 
so 
that nothing can bo paid 
on

account. 
Wo further believe that 
Judgo Kibby did not render

road 
ovorsoors 
havo 
resigned 
and

Wo find that the total amount of 
tindebtedness of the county 
in

mands which 
havo 
boen 
allowed 
and aro unpaid 
amounts 
to 
825,-914.0- 3, 
of which about 
811,000.00 
camo over from the previous year. 
Tho 
amount 
of revenue 
from 
propcrtj' tax of 1895 that can bo 
appropriated for tho 
paymont 
of 
theso demands amounts to about 
824,000.00 providing all tho tax is 
paid. 
Adding a probable 
sum

810,000.00 for oxponses of tho las't

Apachos 
in 
dulged in 
a 
tiswin 
and 
whisky 
drunk yesterday afternoon, at their 
camp on tho hill south 
of 
W. 
C 
Hayes' house, a quarter of a mile 
or more from the Globo town 
lim 
its. 
A general 
moloe occurred .in 
which Charley, Tonto C. 9,brought 
his 
six-shoot- 
into play with tell 
ing 
effect. 
A 
squaw 
was 
Bhot 
through tho right breast, 
an 
old 
buck through tho right side, noar 
tho groin, and, 
according 
to 
ono 
report, another buck was wounded. 
Still another malo Indian 
had his 
head 
severely 
pounded 
with 
a 
rock. 
Tho .shooting 
was 
reportod 
at 
tho sheriff's offico shortly 
after 
5 
o'clock and Sheriff Thompson 
and 
Deputy Benbrook wont out to the 
tamp, and tho sheriff, with Indian 
trailers, followed tho trail 
of the 
fugitivo 
Charley 
until 
nightfall 
but did not overtake 
him. 
Nono 
of tho Indians who wero 
shot are 
behoved to bo fatally wounded. 
Tho Tontos havo 
beon 
camped 
near town for soveral months. The 
women who havo passes, aro, 
as a 
rulo, industrious 
and 
inoffensivo, 
doing menial work about town. 
A 
few of tho bucks havo 
passes 
and 
aro engaged in selling 
wood, and 
blowing in the proceeds for whisky. 
Others of tho bucks are hero with- 
out permission of tho 
agent 
and 
thrive without work, living off tho 
industry of tho squaws. 
Accord- 
ing to rumor, tho Tontos havo beon 
browing 
and 
Imbibing 
toul-pa-i 
(tiswin) for somo time, and the 
In- 
dian who 
reported 
tho 
shooting 
said ho saw two bottles of whisky 
in tho camp. 
Far too many passes havo 
boen 
issued to tho Indians. 
Tho 
privi- 
lege is abused, and 
as 
thero 
aro 
many 
worthy 
whito 
pooplo 
in 
Globe willing and anxious to work. 
there is no reason why 
a 
lot 
of

Editor Guardian: 
'In answer to tho question in my 
former article on tho Ancient Ruins 
as to whero tho 
information 
con 
tained in that articlo 
can 
bo 
ob 
tained, I will refer your readers to 
tho Book of Mormon, and in intro

Ho lemained with thorn forsovoral 
years, and in order that ho might 
successfully 
prosccuto 
his 
re 
searches among them 
ho 
becamo 
ono of tho tribo by adoption. 
In answer to a question I put to 
him ho said ho had been 
sent 
out 
by tho 
Smithsonian 
Instituto 
to 
search out tho racos 
of man. 
In 
order to assist him in his 
work 
I 
gavo him a copy of tho 
Book 
of 
Mormon; but how extcnsivoly 
ho 
read it or what ho thought of it I 
cannot say, for I havo not mot him 
since. 
Tho 
projudico oxisting 
in 
tho 
minds of many against tho Book of 
Mormon, 
in 
consoquonco 
of its 
claim to 
dovino oiigin is so strong 
that tho moro montion of tho name 
is sufficient to condemn it without 
any investigation whatovor. 
Mr. Bancroft, in his 
history 
of 
Utah attompts mcroly to troat 
his 
torically of tho introduction of tho 
Book of Mormon, 
and, 
to 
deal 
fairly with tho question ho copies 
extonsively from tho writings 
of 
Joseph 
Smith and 
othor 
church 
writers, sotting forth tho claim that 
tho plates from which tho Book of 
Mormon was 
translated 
was 
de- 
livered to Smith by 
a 
heavenly 
mossongor in tho. year 1827, 
and 
that it was translated by 
tho 
gift 
and power of God with tho 
urim 
and 
thummum. 
Ho 
thon copies 
from tho writings of bittor 
oppon- 
ents of tho Mormon 
church 
and 
leaves 
tho 
peoplo 
to 
judgo 
for 
thomsolves. 
A very proper way to 
write history, for no man can judge 
justly unless ho hears both 
sides, 
except when ho judges by tho 
tes- 
timony of tho Holy Spirit. 
Many 
have boen convinced of tho 
divin- 
ity of tho Book of Mormon by this 
moans, notwithstanding 
tho many 
slandeious and false statements 
of 
its enemios to tho contrary. 
There is ono fact which 
is 
not 
generally consiilored. 
It is t'latthoi e 
aro two powers or influences which 
control tho actions and destinies of 
mon. 
Ono is 
for 
good 
and tho 
othor is for evil, and whonover that 
good influence has been set to work 
to introduco or carry out 
tho 
do- - 
signs of tho God 
of 
Heaven, 
tho 
evil power has set itself up as tho 
ruling power of tho 
earth, 
and 
tried to make tho peoplo 
bolievo 
that God had no rights 
horo. 
Sa- 
tan tried this on tho Son 
of 
God 
when ho 
camo to 
redeem 
fallen 
man, and even 
had tho 
presump 
tion to offer Jesus all 
tho 
King- 
doms of tho earth if ho would wor- 
ship him, when he did not own ono 
foot of tho earth. 
Tho gt eat king 
of Babylon, 
by 
sad 
oxperienco, 
was made to acknowledge that tho 
God of heavon ruled in 
tho 
king- 
doms of mon. 
I make these reforoncos to show 
that tho slanderous reports of ma 


licious mon and its claim to divin 
ity should not condemn tho Book 
of 
Mormon, 
but 
rather 
should 
strengthen its claim 
as 
being 
a 
true history 
ot that 
prehistoric 
raco, tho signs of whoso 
oxistenco 
aro so prominent in these anciont 
ruins which aro such a wonder to 
tho world. 
When tho Book of Mormon was 
first published little was known of 
theso ruins, even to 
the 
ethnolo- 
gist, much less 
to an 
uneducated 
youth like Josoph Smith. 
But his 
onomies 
say that 
Sidney Rigdon

written by ono Spalding, and from 
it carao the Book of Mormon. 
But 
theso falso stories 
havo 
been 
so 
often refuted that it is a wasto

I sometimes wonder why men will 
toll such unreasonable stories when 
there is not a shadow of truth

sustain them. 
I remembor a 
that camo under my ob 
sorvation in California in 1852. In 
tho hotel ono evening a gentloman 
referred to his visit to 
Salt 
Lako 
city and spoko highly of tho' thrift 
of tho Mormon peoplo. 
A man in 
tho room, thinking 
to 
gain 
ap 
plauso, told what ho know 
about 
tho translation ot tho Uook: ot Mor 
mon. 
Ho said ho was a printer in 
tho office whero the book was print 
ed, that tho room occupied by Joo 
bmith and Rigdon joined tho print 
ing office, and that he had looked 
through tho koyholo and 
saw tho 
operation. 
Ho said Rigdon would 
write a fow pages and 
Joo 
would 
commit it to memory, after which 
ho would put his faco in a hat and 
repeat it aloud and Rigdon 
would 
transcribe it. 
I heard him through 
and then said: 
"Sir, allow 
mo to 
say that thoro is not ono word 
of 
truth in what you havo said, for 
am proparcd to provo that Sidnoy 
Kigdon nover saw nor heard of tho 
Book of Mormon until it had been 
in print 
several 
nonths." 
My 
statement silonced him and ho did 
not attempt to stand by what 
ho 
had said. 
The coming forth of tho Book of 
Mormon was in direct 
fullfilment 
of tho predictions of several of the 
Jowish prophets, as recorded m tho 
old testiment. 
But leaving tho di 
vinity of tho book out of tho ques

book 
as thoy would read any othor his 
tory and 
studv 
the 
subject 
of 
tho 
ancient 
ruins, 
thoy 
will 
como to tho conclusion 
that 
tho 
Book of Mormon is no hoax, 
but 
a truo history of tho 
peoplo 
who 
once inhabited this country.

THIRTY 
DOLLARS 
A SEAT. 


What Sedate 
Fhllndnlphlaus 
raid to Sfle 
Their Actors I'lay. 
Playgoers growl at the price of seats 
in the theater 
but let them read 
what was charged 
in Philadelphia at 
one time, as" told in the interesting new 
volume of stage reminiscence, "Shake- 
speare's Heroines on the Stage," and 
then rest content. 
The story is told in 
these woids in the book: 
"In 
1709, at Annapolis, 'The 
Mer- 
chant of Venice' 
w as produced by the 
New American company, with Mrs. 
Os- 
borne, the heavy tragedy 
actress, as 
the heroine. 
The curtain rang up at 
six p. m. in the 'new' playhouse. 
Gen- 
tlemen 
who desired to pay out five 
shillings 
sat, perfoice, in the 
pit or 
upper boes; 
those who could afford 
seven shillings sixpence chose the more 
fashionable 
lower 
boxes. 
Some 
of 
the 
cheaper 
seats were not easy of 
access, if we may judge by this adver- 
tisement in the paper of the day: 'Up- 
per boxes are now preparing, the pas- 
sage to which must be from the stage; 
it is, therefore, hoped such gentlemen 
and ladies as choose to fix on these 
seats will come before the play begins, 
as it is not possible they can be ad- 
mitted after tho curtain is drawn up.' 
"As for the cost of going to the theater 
in the New York playhouse at this time, 
that ran lower; gallery scats there sold 
for two shillings 
each, pit seats for 
four shillings, and the boxes, of which 
there w ere ten, for five shillings. These 
prices, however, were apparently very 
moderate (whether they were in New 
York shillings 
or 
sterling 
shillings) 
compared with the prices at the Phila-- 


delplfla-thcat- 
er 
m 
1780, when fifteen 
dollars was charged 
Tor the admission 
of a child, twenty dollars fofVcallery 
seat, thirty dollars for admission to thBhfjw! 
pis ana ioriy uonars ior a dox: 
out 
these later prices, it may be added, 
were in continental money." 


SNAKE 
PILOT. 


Glides Ahead of tho Rattler to Warn It 
of Danger. 
. The lattlcsnakc 
has a pilot. 
The 
purpose of this pilot has never been 
satisfactorily explained, but it undoubt- 
edly serves to protect him in some way. 
It is well known, says the Pittsburgh 
Dispatch, that tho rattlesnake is a slug- 
gish reptile, 
slow 
of movement and 


short-sighte- 
lie can strike only to the distance of 
his own length, and is not of the 
species, fighting with his fangs. 
He is not, therefore, 
dangerous, and 
can be easily whipped by a blacksnake, 
or any of the constrictor family. 
Even 
a dog can get the mastery over a rattle- 
snake without much 
danger of being 
injured. 
The pilot appears like a rattlesnake, 
except that ho has no rattle, and is 
somewhat darker in color. 
He is also 
of much quicker movement, and when 
other reptiles or animals appear that 
possibly might piove dangerous to the 
rattler, the pilot, which is not so near- 
sighted, conducts the latter away to a 
place of safety. 
Singularly, the pilot has received but 
scant attention, except among the na- 
tive people 
of the district 
where it is 
found, and but little is known about 
him. 
The only species 
of rattlesnake 
having the pilot lor a guide is that 
found in the mountains, the prairie rat- 
tler has to look out for himself. 


PLENTY OF 
HORSE 
DOCTORS. 


Like Other Professions, That of Veterinary 
Surgery Is Overcrowded. 
" 'I don't care to study law; they're 
too many in the profession now,' you 
often hear folks say," remarked a law- 
yer to a Philadelphia 
Call reporter. 
"The same thing is said with reference 
to medicine, and, in fact, all the 
pro- 
fessions. 
That the statement 
is not 
without 
foundation 
was bhown 
the 
other day by an incident 
on Eighth 
street. 
A carriage horse had fallen to 
the ground as the result of tho oppres- 
sive 
heat. 
In less than five minutes 
there were eight or nine veterinary sur- 
geons on the scene, each of them 
pre- 
scribing different remedies to resusci- 
tate the stricken steed. 
A great crowd 
had gathered 
around and the excited 
driver 
he evidently valued the horse 
very highlyremarked: 
'Well, 
who 
would have belicvedthat 
so many horse 
doctors could be summoned in so short 
a time?' 
It has often been stated that 
there 
are fewer practitioners 
in this 
profession than in any other, but the 
incident I refer to would seem to chal 
lenge the assertion." 


Foghorn 
Experiments. 
A series of experiments 
with 
fog- 
horns, which will probably result 
in 
systematic investigation, have recently 
been made. 
In 
one 
of these a boat 
steamed directly toward 
a lightship 
from a distance of four and a half miles. 
At two and 
three-fourth- 
s 
miles the 
sound of the horn became audible, and 
at two and 
one-hal- f 
suddenly increased 
in loudness, and held the same inten- 
sity until the 
boat 
was 
within 
two 
miles of it. 
From 
one and 
three-fourth- 
s 
to one and 
one-hal- f 
the sound 
could scarcely be heard, but after that 
it at once increased and became so loud 
that it seemed 
quite close to the ves- 
sel. 
Here tho steamboat reversed its 
course, and the fluctuation was found 
to be the same. 
Again reversing, the 
sound disappeared 
and 
reappeared 
after one and 
one-ha- lf 
miles, became 
entirely inaudible at half 
tv mile, reap- 
pearing again at a quarter of a mile, 
after which it steadily increased until 
the lightship was reached.

When one buys a farm 
hero 
he gets a certain amount ofinterest 
in a dith that supplies his land. 
Tho range of crops 
includes all 
kinds of small grain, corn and 
cot- 
ton, Irish and sweet potatoes, and 
all root crops, in

grown in the most favored spots in 
tho temperate zone. 
Tho capacity 
of our in igated lands for fruits has 
not bcentested except in a

who

havo mado Now Moxico 
and 
Ari- 
zona their homes, having long been 
fitted to 
oxorciso 
tho rights 
of 
Amorican citizenship.

solfish 
considerations

governments in thoso territories.

provinco of tho fedoral government 
and it represents a condition of af- 
fairs in conflict with tho spirit 
of 
tho constitution. 
Tho constitution 
contemplates a union of states and 
not tho government of parts of tho 
country as subject provinces. 
Cir 
cumstances 
may-reffdo- 
r 
it'necessary 
a 
territorial 
govorn- - 
mont for a whilo, but tho principles 
underlying tho union demand that 
such a government 
shall 
bo 
con- 
tinued no longer 
than

sity exists. 
As soon as the inhabi 
tants of a territory aro capablo of 
maintaining

thoy should bo permitted

such a government.

Now Mexico and Aiizona

plea that tho admission of thoso 
territories would throw

legislature.

faro of stato legislation, 
Tho threo territories named havo 
both population and wealth enough 
to maintain stato government, and 
sinco thoy wish to throw asido tho 
hinderances of a tcnitorial

ernment tho right to do so should 
not bo denied.
